If you're thinking of per- 
haps starting some sort of forum on the subjeet in the bulletin, [ could perhaps be persuaded to expound on a 
few of my own personal thoughts and observations. And maybe we could think slong the lines of an inter-club 
discussion, while wetre at- it???" Well, Mike, here's that chanoe +. and as far as inter-club dialog is - 
concerned, that's up to any other club that's interested.

seems as good a jumping off point as any, in view of the publisher's initial comments and the letter from the 
President of IRCA, we'll exerpt some words from Jerry Starr, commenting on the Godwin letter. Jerry mkes some 
comparative remarks about numbers of progrems and points out that some programs that were arranged and appeared 
in the DX Calendar actually did not go on the air. "A little study of Tests that didn't make it over the past 
few years «.. it seems that those most prone to faik to show up are those arranged far in advance of the projec- 
ted date. Granted, there are many good reasons a station might not go on as promised -- technical problems, 
change of engineering staff, sleeping in. All these things taken into account, the one biggest reason for missed 
tests is simple forgetfullness on the part of the station personnel involved. I-think we all agree it is advise 
able to arrange tests well ‘in advance to facilitate notification of members, but a Test arranged for a couple of 
months in advance might be forgotten in the constant "rat race' with whieh we in the business are so familiar. 
It would appear that a friendly reminder by the person arranging the Test would be in order, timed to arrive at 
the station 2 or 3 days before the antipated Test date. I have always made it a practice to send 4 letter to 
Testers I have arranged the week of the Test something like: ©,.. news of your DX Test broadeast has been pub- 
lished in our bulletin, the DX NEWS, and I'm certain thet our members will be listening at (time and date) for 
your signals. Again, our thanks in advence for your courtesy in conducting this test. We'll be listening for 
(Cail letters).f A brief note such as this is not only a friendly little bit of correspondence, but a subtle 
reminder. You don't have to some right out and say ‘Don't forget the Test,! just a bit of friendly persuasion 
at the right timeshould help ¢lear up those nowsnow Tests! 

One with a little experiente in arranging tests, NNRC CPC chairman John Tweedie, who, of course, is also an 
NRCter, has some observations: "From my own experience, a CPC could use 25 members, and if each . one gota DX a 
season, this would be a fair amount for the year. However, in te your Editorial in the Dec. 23rd bulletin, I am 
sure that you know that most DXers are apathetic and as you say a complacent lot. This applies to all Dxers, 
not just members of NRC. You will find that there is always a small group who try to carry the load and try 
to do a job with the Bulletin. ven the trivial task of contacting a few stationg for DX programs is tco much 
for them. I told all my Committee members to try for good, solid DX programs that most DXers can use." 

Joe Brauner ties the CPC problem into an cverall picture of the problems of the hobby: "As 6 former NNRv 
CPCer way back in the early 30's, I can surely believe thet CPC work TODAY calls for the highest kind of sales- 
manship, diplomacy, ets. It was a cinch in those days, compared to now. The DXer's image, in the eyes of the 
station official, is fading fast. Can this trend be stopped, or better, reversed??? Possibly by a ict of hard 
work done by the right kind of DXers, men of the Richard Wood, Admiral Nelson, Cesar Objio type, might be able 
to swing it. The hobby has a lot of forees working against it, few for it. Once the principle scurce cf infore 
mtion of signal efficiency and quality to the station CE, the DX report today is of little or no real value to 
most CE'se Im some tases, it's actually an embarrasment to the station engineers for often it shows ‘ue * signal 
entered some area where the FCC says it shculdn't have been audible. Also, from a largely experives si sffibr, 
broadcasting has become strictly a commereial business, and outside of some small stetions in vemote clues, the 
handmde transmitter and its interested engineer, is a thing of the past. To this gent, DX seports were the 
supreme rewarde.. to the modern CE, they.are so much extra, unwanted work,” 

And that, Joe, may well be why a CPCer considers himself lucky 1f he is able to talk one staticn cut of 10 
contasted into producing a special test. A souple of questions that we might throw out: What about perscnal 
visits to arrange tests? ... and what about arranging REGIONALIZED test programs? Or should we do away with CPC 
work altogether, as Richard Wood appears to suggest, on the reversef???? 
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More on CPC from Richard Wood: "I am totally opposed to the suggestions made by Larry Godwin eee for CPC 
programs. Our hobby is not ham radio, with-transmissions specifically directed o hobbyists, but ought to pre- 
“sent the challenge of eavesdropping on broadcasts directed only to the coverage area of the station in question 
and on a schedule designed to suit its local audiences Interference by DX-ers with the soheduling and programming 
of statinns renders the hobby false and artificial; I would never include in my collection verifications for 
receptions of stations other than on regular schedule, or extended for legitimate reasons (6leetion, emergency, 
etee) Let us hear no more of this iniquitous proposale"

Find Bruce Reynolds our leadoff man. "To me, the bulletin has two extra-important sections that shouldn't be 
tampered with or cut ~- namely, the musings and IDXD. I'm sure you agree on the value of IDXD, but from some of 
your comments, I wonder if you feel the way I do about the Musings Section. In my opinion, Musings makes the 
NRC more than just another club. Through that section, it is possible to get to know other members, as well as 
read about their DX in interestkng formt. With no complains about the way the column is run, I think Domestic 
DX Digest is a waste of space. Most everything in it appears in Musings anywey, and it is much more interesting 
reading there. 

“Feature material isgood, but if it means cutting either of the two main sections, I feel it is of secondary 
importante,"' Reynolds continuese "Maybe technical articles could be made availebBé for a SASE to those inter- 
ested, instead of sending them out with the bulletin. The postage increase was unfortunate in many respects, 
but if it will keep DX News first rate, the way it is now, I'm willing to pay more."

Bruce, I am impressed by occasional comments from members who are exposed to something like Adme 
Nelson's Subaudible Heterodyne techniques and suddenly find themselves becoming interested in 
studying some of the technical aspects of radio to be able to improve their reception techniques. 
‘When, for example, a technical idiot such as I can watch (and hear) Gordie split off a Latin Amer- 
ican less than $ a ko. away froma highpowered, S9+ domestic and bring the latin to 100% readabil- 
ity, I know there's more to succdssful DXing than just buying a good receiver, attaching a high- 
powered anterine to it, and tuning away. Let’s say a kid is just starting out, and to him, WOAI 
is DX. To him, an article on "How to log all the Clear Channel stations" might be more interest~ 
ing than an article entitled "Logging Frequency Checks on the Graveyard Channels." So if he's 
never exposed to new ideas, he's not going tc be interested in new ideas. Have you every read 

a club bulletin where the entire club is composed of beginning DX'ers? 


Again, Jerry Starr contributes a word or tow: "I have heard comments from various members leaning toward adopting 
a format similar to that of the IRCA where all DX is listed much the same as our own DDXD. At first glence, 

this might seem a more efficient way of presenting DX tips. However, it is still important to provide some sort 
of media for general discussion and comment as is offered in cur Musings. Unfortunately, in the DX Monitor, 
their Forum seems to have degenerated into the pit of tteeney-boppers-ville!t, Perhaps this is what happens to 

a Musings-type section-when the temper of DXing informaticn is taken away. Of course, their general membership 
is of a much younger average age than ours, but still I don't see this as being the prux of their problem. It is 
important to preserve the outlet for general DX yak as we have in the Musings, this very certainly gives the 

NRC its ‘personality’, eee Since tha only..thing all of our members share in common is DX, taking this out of 
Musings would probably do more harm than good. The original idea of completely separating the two, as the IRCA 
did, is good on the drawing board, but in actual practice it seems to relegate the section to personal asides, 
record popularity yak, and other such ‘dribble!," 

I think the IRCA format would work, Jerry, if a few more members like Larry Godwin, Ed Krejny, Randy Seaver, 
Gray Serimgeour and the like were to contribute regularly and set the standard. Bob Hoffman has some comments 
about standard-setting that will appear atop page "DIALOG-3" which tie in well here. I will note here that I 
had suggested the present IRCA format to Bill Nittler back in 1964, not so much as a better way to present DX, 
but as something that would present it in e form different from that of NRC. I suggested their growth potential 
lay in being something different from the long, established club rather than a smaller copy. But f will 
state in all honesty that the "personality" of the club, as expressed in Musings, was what got me interested in 
BCB DX back in my "beginner" days. (I suppose there are some who might think it may have been better had I 
lost interest early, but that's not for.diseussion here !!) 

Starr continues; "The problem is, to be sure, a knotty one. My thoughts run toward an all-out program to 
increase the size ofRandy's fine DDXD to 4 or.6 pages and the Musings to a similar number. With enough prodding 
of the members, this section could be enlarged.'t 

Mail sent 
Mondsy night from any place in the country can get to Randy by Thursday, CUESTION: Why do not NRCters take 
advantage of this chance to get their SUNDAY and MONDAY morning DX published a week earlier when it would be more 
timely for their fellow-members eee and a better measure of their skills as a KEY domestic DXer???

Bob indicates there may be a solution to the Problem: "T doy however, endorse deaia eartedly your idea of 
selective editing and think it is mandatory. I couldn't be less interested in SC's, teenage babblings about 
dise Jockeys and the like. I agree the editing should be extended to mature and serious reports which contain © 
news of little interest, or which has been used before, ete. If we are running a news bulletin, it is unthink- 
able that the editors have no license to edit. No newpaper, magazine or bulletin can long survive without a 
marking pencil, scissors, and glue pote We should use them all diligently, and, of course, judiciously. You 
will find that this will also-have the effect of upgrading the caliber of the reporting as people begin to rea- 
lize that their mterial is being evaluated. _Yes, prune the Hell out’ of the reports, I. say. Mine, too.” 

Hoffman adds a comment about the cost to the member: ‘How about some thought to a big rise in dues for a 
full membership with a ‘weekly bulletin? Or go toa bi~weekly bulletin withIDXD on a weekly bases for an extra 
stipend? Seems like a little mordern office prodedure is indicated, with dictation equipment and secretaries on 
part time salaries, if feasible. Cut the musings down to DX material, properly edited and send it out less 
often. I'd pay more to employ peopla, but we'll lose 25% of the membership or mores"

Joe Brauner, as usual, makes a good point with which to sum up this segment ef our discussion: "There is too 
wide a range in types of DXers in our fold.

And of course, we have no intention of trying to plase all... it would require as many DIFP “RENT formats as 
there are different style DXers ... but what we hope te be able to do, with your assistance, is to give the be- 
ginner an opportunity to learn the hobby and find en erea of interest, whether it be Len Kruse-style domestic 
DX, Gordon Nelson-style foreign DX, or the Ernie i al Morss Sore of knowl edgabYe versatility! 
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SOME RANDOM THOUGHTS ... 

Mostly gleaned from previous correspondence, ineluding one or two letters inherited from Dick Cooper's files. 
One of the Houston newcomers, Walt Fair, provides some food for thought. Walt says "We need more untty 
between the clubs. I know this is a big order, especially in respect to the NRC and IRCA. But the benefits 
would be worth it! By having one voice and represemtative, and one bulletin, there would be a better distri - 

bution of DX info. If the two clubs could somehow get together, they probably would attract more members. 
DXers wouldn't have to pay $4 here and $4 there and $4 over there to be assured of the best DX infoe With e 
combined CPC we could arrange far more DS TESTS, If a « gets several requests to run TESTS for several 
different clubs, the chances are they ain't gonna do none! By combining bulletins, we could save on postage, 
dues, and members time. By charging each member a little more, the bulletins could be mailed lst Class to all. 
We could have a united veice, like the Hams! ARRL, to get action from the FCC, equipment manufacturers, and 
DXers.'' 

A worthwhile topic of discussion. Points to bear in minds ANARC, the Association of North Amer- 

ican Radio Clubs, is a growing organization that can aide in coordinating the activities of mem 

ber clubs that are likely to be conflicting. The leadership of IRCA, NNRC, and NRC all are wil- 

ling to set up an ANARC CPC clearing house. M11 that remains is for the mechanics to be estab- 

lished. Another point: When the two clubs were formed, the year following saw member partici- 

pation. in the NRC bulletin at what was then an all-time high. The competition brought out a 

desire "to make our club the best," which, if skillfully channeled by the leadership of ANY club, 

san result in improvements. And a third point that would provide some difficulty in enmeshing 

into one club -- I have doubts that the bulk of the membership of either club would want to 

make either the personality changes or the governmental makeup changes that would be necessary 

for such a "marriage." There are many IRCA members who sincerely believe they have a better 

bulletin than ours ... and they'd be disappointed if they mad to read something like our bul- 

leting instead of what they've become used to. 
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ANNUAL CONVENTION LOCATION AND TIME ... 

At Eugene, the discussion developed into a decision to postpone any decision for another year of discussion coe 
one discutant wes Chuck Rader, who pens "Since a majority of the club's members are located in the Eastern U.S. 
the convention should be held inthe east a majority of the time. I favor a yearly postcard vote - at the mem~ 
bers! expense - as to where that year's convention should be held. Members could announce their bids at the 
September convention. These could be listed in an October bulletin - along with other bids from members unable 
to attend the convention. All serious bids could be listed; mlong with who is the prospective host (or hosts) 
- plus what they have to offer. 

"Let the members decide by postcard which site gets the convention, In all fairness to Western U.S. members, 
I'd also like to suggest the following: what percent of the NRC members are from West of the Mississippi? Let 
us assume 25%. Then Itd favor a convention to be held West of the Mississippi at least once every four years. 
(If 33% - once very 3 years / and / if 20% - once in at least every 5 years. 

"T would also like to go on record as favoring some other week end other than Labor Day week end - for the 
annual convention, I have felt this way for the past few years. Would have liked our conve..tion held on the 
last week of August, but I understand.the IRCA has thts weekend for their own convention, Sc I have no other 
preference," - 

For the newer members, the NRC convention has been held over Labor Day since before 1940 ee. 
and since 1955 has been held alternately East and West of the Mississippi, with the convention- 
goers choosing the next year's convention site. Reasons for the latter have been that those who 

\ g® t© conventions would be more likely to go to more conventions ... and those who have an oppor- 
g$unity to MEET the potential host would have a better chance of determining his ability to follow 
through as host of the convention than one who has merely corresponded with or read in musings 
the contributions of the member in questions Labor Day allos a three-day holiday for those who 
would fly, but makes it virtually impossible for far away members who are high school students, 
elementary or high school teachers, or (well whaddaya know) married to teachers. WE SOLICITE

THE TRACKING PROBLEM : 
eM vie hind How to Cure It 
"By Tom Holmes & Gorden Nelson, ' 


_ Today's superhet communications receivers are the result of years of professional 
design. and trial, yet in the interest of simplicity and ease of operation (especially 
to provide: one-handed tuning), many design compromises are made which ultimately 


degrade broadcast band performance - especially in strong signal, areas. 


A modern receiver contains two distinetly different types of high frequency 
amplifiers. The Intermediate Frequency amplifier section (which has already been 
dealt with extensively in Gordon Nelson's article, Single Sideband Reception on the 
Broadcast Band with Mechanical Filters, DX News, June-September, 1967) operates at a 
fixed frequency, commonly 455 kes.. The second type of high frequency amplifier 
operates on a frequency which depends on the setting of the receiver tuning dial, that 
1s, at the signal frequency. This article deals with one common problem found in 
mares all MW receivers - the tracking problem ~ and offers a simple and proven 
remedy.

| For theoretical reasons too involved to go into hae”. no superhet has perfect | 
tracking characteristics. *Tracking problems are worse in some receivers than 
| in others and may gradually change with time as:the receiver drifts out of | 
alignment. Some of the symptoms of faulty tracking (inevitably made worse by 
| the presence of powerful locals): "birdies", whistles and squeals which change 
in pitch as the receiver is tuned; spurious responses from high power local 
stations, especially near the station's operating: frequency; loss of receiver | 
Sensitivity in portions’ of ‘the tuning range (usually at the bottom or. top. of the 
band); inordinately strong image’ (audible 910 kes from the true frequency); 
reduced Selectivity in portions of the tuning range; and spurious responses.from _ 
powerful locals which are critically dependent on the setting of the antenna . 
trimmer control. ‘I all cases, correction of tracking flaws will improve select- 
ivity and materially reduce’ or eliminate many spurious responses. While the | 
| Fecelvéer modification to be described ‘here is basically very simple, mixer 
| Circuitry is sometimes rather tricky, and therefore we recommend that only DX'ers | 
| who have had experience with superheterodyne circuitry attempt these modifications, | 


In an ordinary superhet with but a single stage of RF amplification, turning the 
tuning knob changes the resonant frequencies of three circuits: (1) the local oscill- 
ator (so that the difference between the oscillator and the incoming signal remains 
equal to the intermediate frequency), (b) the antenna circuit preceeding the first 
RF amplifier stage, and (c) the mixer stage input circuit, located between the RF 
amplifier and the mixer stages. The term tracking refers to just how well the 
frequencies of these tuned circuits match or compare as the receiver tuning is 
altered. 


An example may make this point clearer. Suppose the receiver is tuned;to a 
station on 1000 kes. The local oscillator tuned cirewit is then set for 1445 kes 
(station frequency plus the intermediate frequency, in this case assumed to be 455), 
the antenna stage should be set for 1000 kes, and the mixer stage tuning ideally 
should be set for 1000 kes also. In an ideal receiver which tracks perfectly, both 
the antenna and mixer stages would be tuned to exactly the signal frequency for 
every sotting of the tuning dial. In real receivers, there are tracking errors in 
some portions of the band where resonant frequencies of the antenna and mixer stages 
don't exactly match the signal frequency. 


As we stated earlier, there are compelling reasons ~ both practical and theoret- 
ical - why perfect tracking is never realized exactly. To compensate for tracking 
errors in the antenna stage, most receiver manufacturers provide an antenna trimmer 
control which permits the operator to match the antenna tuned circuit to the exact 
frequency of the incoming signal under all conditions. This is a rather serious 
compromise for the receiver manufacturer - he'd like to produce a receiver that can 
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be tuned "one~handed", with only a single tuning dial to be adjusted by the operator 
as he tunes the band. 


While the antenna trimmer control effectively compensates for lack of tracking 
in the antenna stage, receiver manufacturers are loath (for obvious reasons) to 
include the logical second trimmer control, the mixer trimmer, that would permit the 
operator to correct for defective mixer tracking. Instead of this second trimmer 
control, receiver design engineers often resort to a compromise solution to the 
mixer tracking problem - Q spoiling of the mixer circuit. This design compromise 
effectively broadens the selectivity curve of the mixer tuned circuit (often at the 
cost of reduced selectivity and increased susceptibility to spurious responses) in 
order to reduce the effects of mixer stage mistracking. Figure 1 shows the situation 
in our hypothetical receiver tuned to 1000 kes, :

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While this Q-spoiling resistor in fact does often reduce the effect of mixer 
-stage tracking errors, it usually’ dogs so at the cost of considerable pre-mixer 
selectivity - which is just what the urban DX'er needs most. Even if your receiver 
doesn't incorporate a Q-spoiler, addition of a mixer trimmer as described will still 
improve receiver performance by permitting the operator to "trim out" whatever track- 
ing errors will inevitably exist. 


Theré are several possible solutions to the problem of mixer mistracking but, ir 

the experience of the authors, only-one:works well in practice. At first glance, 
it would appear that these mixer tracking: problems could be eliminated by a trivial 
modification of the mixer section of the tuning capacitor; once the mixer tracking 

, Problem has been recognized, the compulsion to bend, twist, and torque the plates of 
the mixer section is almost irresistable. DON'T! The relationship between tuning 
capacitor geometry and actual tracking. is far from obvious = while bending a plate 
of the mixer stage might correct the tracking error in one part of the band, the 
chances: are very great that an even greater error will be ppereduces: in another part 
of the band as a result. 


Figure 2 shows a simple receiver modification to compensate for mixer tracking 
errors. After removing the mixer stage Q-spoiling resistor and mixer padder (if 
present), a simple circuit addition will permit the operator to "trim out" remaining 
mixer tracking errors. While this will mean another control to be adjusted after 
the receiver has been retuned to another part of the band (in addition to the antenn 
trimmer), we've found that the improvement in sensitivity, selectivity, and spurious 
response rejection more than compensates for the inconvenience ‘of a second trimmer 
control. 


' While this receiver requires few components, this apparent simplicity may prove 
deceptive . to the inexperienced experimenter. Much. of the design time that goes into 
producing a 1 modern communications receiver is devoted to securing adeqtiaiiaes isolation

additional circuitry, simple though it may be, can inadvertantly thwart this isolat- 
ion and result in extreme instability, spurious oscillations, etc. In the relatively 
unlikely event that problems of this nature arise, previous experience with superhet 
circuitry may prove very useful.

Circuit Modifications. Remove mixer stage Q-spoiling resistor and mixer tuning 
capacitor padder if present. Install rotary switch and variable capacitor as close 
as possible to the mixer stage; run mixer trimmer lead to the BCB mixer coil so that 
the new circuitry is switched out by the bandswitch. It may prove necessary to 
employ shaft extenders and couplers if the switch and capacitors are to mounted far 
from the front panel. Connecting wires should be kept as short as possible and run 
close to the chassis; coaxial or shielded wire should not be necessary and may prove 
even undesirable due to the additional stray capacitance that it will introduce to 
the circuit. Keep well away from the oscillator section. 


Realignment of Mixer Stage. Due to the additional capacitance provided by the switch, 
mixer trimmer, and circuit wiring, the mixer coil inductance must be appropriately 
modified in most cases. With the switch set to the "open" position (none of the new 
capacitors in the circuit), and the mixer trimmer fully open (minimum capacitance), 
the mixer coil inductance is adjusted for signal peaking (S meter readings will 
suffice for this indication) for several different frequencies throughout the band. 
The object is to find the minimum value of mixer coil inductance that will resonate 
with the mixer trimmer set at its minimum value at least one place on the band. It 
follows that additional capacitance is then necessary everywhere else on the band 
and this will be supplied by the mixer trimmer and fixed capacitors - this of course 
is the function of the mixer trimmer control. Once the mixer coil inductance has 
been reduced by a sufficient amount, some combination of switch and mixer trimmer 
setting will result in peaking of incoming signals everywhere on the band, although 


the setting will vary from one end of the band to the other (as does the antenna 
trimmer ).

Gperation of the Mixer Trimmer Control. Depending primarily on just how baa the 
original mixer tracking errors were, it may be necessary to switch the 30 pfd fixed 
capacitor into the circuit before the mixer trimmer has a significant peaking effect 
In the event that the original circuit was very badly out of tracking alignment in 
some portions of the band, it may prove necessary to switch in the 60 pfd fixed 
capacitor, althoguh this is rather unlikely. In the event that no combination of 

of fixed capacitors and mixer trimmer setting results in a well defined peaking 
throughout the band (but it does function properly in some places), the mixer coil 
inductance has not been reduced sufficiently. Proper setting of the mixer coil 

will permit mixer trimmer action over the entire band. 


If care has been taken not to modify the rest of the receiver circuitry (especially 
avoid moving leads in the antenna, mixer, oscillator, and IF stages), no further 
realignment of the receiver will be necessary. The authors welcome any questions or 
communications about this receiver modification. It has been of great value here 


in the Boston area, especially in the reduction or elimination of spurious responses 
due to our many powerful local stations.

DX_conditions here in the Northeast have been generally very poor for TA's, but quite 
good for stations to the South. Just about everyone agrees: Godwin, Colo., "DX hasn! 
been exactly bountiful around here lately; no DU's, TA's or TP's for a month." 
Foxworth, N.J., "Cx here have been uniformly moderate to good to LA's; no high 
latitude TA's since 12/11..." ‘Reynolds, Calif., "Those good conditions seem to have 
disappeared. No TP or DU reception lately; even LA not too good." Silvera, Jamaica, 
"just like a medeocre period in the season..." Kenney, Calif., "Cx here have varied 
from awful to abominable, with occasional peaks to merely poor... TP's have vanished. 
From Chile, Hoogerheide reports, "Winter like conditions this AM (12/18). Even had a 
US unid graveyarder on 1490; generally speaking, good for N. -S.A., but only very 
average for.US; WGBS continues as early as 1900 nightly for armchair listening, but 
is the only US stn that is regular before Midnight."

An article in the November issue of Popular Electronics carried an article 
entitled, "Clandestine Broadcasters." In it the author, one Thomas Kent, warns, 
"Much 'information' about such stations is usually more than rumor and the SWL must 
analyze each piece of evidence to learn the real facts," Though obviously not in- 
tended to apply to the PE article itself, this bit of advice is most appropriate for 
readers of the article. It is filled with misinformation, outdated material and the 
like. Kent's name is unknown to serious students of clandestine broadcasting, and it 
is possible that the name is merely a pseudonym for one of the better known DX author 
or is perhaps a fictional identity for a PE staffer who gathered bits and pieces from 
here and there without a real understanding of his topic. 


While we could comment extensively on a number of. items contained in the article 
and we'd warn readers in general to follow Kent's own advice, quoted in the first 


paragraph on this page, his comments on the mysterious Radio Libertad warrent close 
attention here. : er 


Probably the strangest bit of information included in Kent's story is his 
assumption that Radio Libertad is located on Andors Island, one of the Bahamas group. 


He states that, "...many DX'ters have long believed that the transmitter is on 
Andros Island...'' While there has been some rumor to this effect, stemming mostly 
from an article published in Electronics Illustrated a few months back, authored by 
Thomas Kneitel, which vaguely suggested a Bahamian location, this view is hardly wide 
spread among knowledgeable DxX'ers or serious clandestine fans. 


Does Kent offer any evidence to support his theory? Not really! He states he 
contacted the manager of station ZNS in the Bahamas and asked him if Radio Libertad 
operates from Bahamian territory, The manager's reply was that the Libertad MW 

‘frequency, nominally 1400 kes, was monitored three days and no signal was heard. 
Later requests that ZNS monitor Libertad's shortwave frequencies, Kent reports, went 
unanswered. Kent believes this incident is somehow significant and hints that the 
ZNS manager is witholding information which could prove Radio Libertad is on Andros. 


But for more than a year, experienced MW listeners in Jamaica, Trinidad, Bonaire 
Dominican Republic and Haiti, to say nothing of Florida, but a few score miles from 
Andros, have monitored the channel and surrounding frequencies, seeking without succe 
the Radio Libertad MW signal. So why is it so surprising that the ZNS monitors, tryi 
on only three dates, failed to hear it? In fact, the only reports of reception of the 
Radio libertad MW channel were from a single listener in Puerto Rico. (This was 
“written before NRC's César Objfo logged them on 1404 = Hd) He has reported the 
station’on 1406 several times about 2 years or so ago, and once this past summer. If 
these reports are corre¢t, the obvious conclusion is that Radio Libertad uses MW only 
on rare occasions now, Admittedly there are unanswered questions about the supposed 
MW.transmitter of Libertad, but there is no apparent significance, such as Kent 
suggests, to the fact that ZNS staffers failed to hear the station after just 3 tries 


Kent says there supposedly are U.S. military bases in the Bahamas, which is 
probably true. He suggests a station could be hidden in the "jungle" on Andros. We 
could split hairs over his terminology in using the word "jungle", but this is not 
particularly germane to our issue. 


Kent implies that Andoros is a spot on which it would be easy to hide a secret 
station. 


Actually, though, while Andros Island is the largest of the Bahamas group, being 
about 110 miles long and about 45 miles wide at its broadest point (closer to 20 mile 
wide for the rest of the island), it is not exactly isolated. It is closeby the 
popular resort of Nassau on New Providence Island. Yachtsmen visit the Andros Yacht 
Club; hunters, seeking teal, pigeons and boar prefer Camp Bang Bang on Pot Cay and 
there is a stylish 50-room Lighthouse Club (A modern, two-story, pillared and porched 
beauty) at Andros Town that charges up to $32 a day for a double room. The island is

For - example, it is a relatively simple thing to check out, published sources and 
learn that Andros Island has twice datly air service. Planes overfly and land at 
Andros each day. “Visitors arriving by air would have. a “good view of the island below 
and one wonders how a station location could long remain secret. With air service, 
antenna towers. would, have to be properly lighted for safety. and other indications of 
a station would have to be present, and viewable’ from the air. — 


4 researcher would, it Seems ;, try to. establish contact with a non-governmental 
source on Andros itself, a source:that knows the island well and could state whether 
ae unexplained broadcasting operation was ‘present. 


“NASWA did: this.” -A. reply was received within a week and read, in part,. MWe are 
in receipt of your letter’ of October 2ist regdrding broadcasting stations located on 
Andros Island. There are no such stations on the Island, with the two closest station 
beiri¢ located on the Island of New Providence, Thess stations mentioned, of course as 
any standard reference will show, are. ZNS1 (1540) and ZNS2 (1240) at Nassau. 


Since any enterprising researcher could have turned up the same information in 
a. short. period ‘of time, we wonder why Kent apparently did not even try. 


He cites direction. finding tests which "indicate that. the Radio Libertad trans- 
- mitter is in the general vicinity of Andros Island.". It is too bad that Kent did not 
mention details as to the spot from which the direction finding bearsne ‘was made, 

‘ the type. of equipment used andthe bearing - reading. itself; As we've previously . 

: reported in Frendx,' the results of DF measurements conducted by Gordon Nelson of the 
» National Radio Club,’ show the Radio Libertad transmitter to be considerably eastward 
and would -rule out’ entirely: a Bahamian transmitter site. 


‘ Finally, Kent in the Popular Electronics article, states ngsL's are ren chante no 
available" from Radio libertad. While“as a general rule this is so, there have. been 
a few that have’ trickled out. While the announced: post. office boxes: in Miami and 
* Caracas may simply. be drops from which mail. can: be forwarded to the actual Radio 
libertad logation, (though this seems not to‘be the case. with the Caracas address, 


‘which is ‘probably: located near the: headquarters), both postal numbers are not "false" 
as Kent states. 


’ Though » our ‘report of several months ago, published in reais poneerning Radio 
Libertad was designated an "ingérim't réport:for lack of conclusive proof that Radio 
libertad is located on Venezuelan soil, we still believe this to be the case. We wil 
study with’ “Open | ‘mind any serious flaws in the interim" report that may. be pointed 
out to us.* However, we do not feel that Kent's article in PE either refutes the 
tentative theory that Libertad transmits from Venezuelan territory or a: his 
contention that its location is Andros. island in the Bahamas. 


Frankly, we'd like to see a bit more solid research by some authors. Sibébe they

Regarding Don's well researched article reprinted above, we'll add a few comments of 
“our own. If Libertad were indeed’ on Andros, quality of reception -of 1404 would 
probably go roughly as the distance from the transmitter: Florida (160 miles), Jamaic 
(400 miles), Dominican Republic (600 miles), and Puerto Rico (830 miles). We are of 
_ course neglecting such effects as antenna directionality, QRM, skip zones, etc. With 
the same assumptions, a Venezuelan location for Libertad should give the following 
ordering: Puerto Rico (520. miles), Dominican Republic (560 miles), Jamaica (830 mile: 
and Florida (1300 miles). The station is, of course, best hrd in Puerto Rico, next 
best in the D.R. and has yet to be logged by Silvera in Jamaica or by any of our 
Florida members. Just the slightest traces of 1404 have skipped into New England so 
_far, but very rough DF tends also to support the Venezuelan hypothesis. (Hd)

Dangerfield, the IDXD Editor, and the Publisher all agree that there is no point in 
continuing the NRC Foreign Contest for this year.

In the case of 
a misidentification, a certain number of points will be deducted from the final 
score. This will discourage guessing and "imagination"; by the same token, if 
by unfortunate ‘chance, we do pick up an unethical entrant or two, the fact that 
there may well be a half dozen of the top DX'ers in the country recording detail: 
on just about any station in the contest block at that time should prove to be a 
powerful deterrent against cheating. 


(4) The frequency blocks will include an ‘even frequency so that members without split 
frequency selectivity can also enter; if the TA's and TP's aren't coming through 
during a contest block, all entrants will be on roughly the same footing. Freqs 
and times will be chosen so that no particular region of the country will be 
favored. In addition, only the scores frem the 10 highest scoring blocks from 
each contest entrant will be counted in determining the final score - in that 
fashian local stations happening to fall into the blocks, etc. will not work an 
undue hardship on the unfortunate DX'er; likewise, DX'ers who can't listen during 
all blocks will also have a chance to rack up good scores perhaps.

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BROADCASTING IN THE TRUST TERRITORY OF THE PACIFIC ISLANDS

Unil seven years ago, the only waves lapping the shores of Micronesia were from 
the Pacific Ocean and DX stations. Today, radio waves fill the air and help reduce 
the 3 million square miles of the TTPI, administered by the United States under the 
United Nations Trusteeship system since World War II. The Trust Territory is divided 
into six districts sprawling 2700 miles from west to east and 1300 miles north to 
south, extending to 20° north of the equator. Island groups included in the Trust 
Territory are the Marianas, Carolines, and Marshalls. Only 96 of the 2100 islands 
are occupied; the population is 93,000. The total land area of all the islands is 
only two thirds of that of Rhode Island - yet they are scattered over an expanse of 
ocean as big as the continental United States. 


The problems of communication in these isolated islands and the resulting 
logistic difficulties (as well as budget restrictions) were gradually overcome by the 
U.S. administration. Communication among.the islands and contact with the outside 
world was through a radiotelephone and radiotelegraph system, weekly airplanes, 
monthly copra ships and shortwave radio. A handfull of hams kept in contact with 
the world and aided in emergencies such as epidemics, typhoons, or lost fishing 
eraft. 


The Micronesians are people of Indonesian-Malayan origin with strains of 
Mongoloid and Caucasoid. They are of medium stature, brown skin, and straight to 
wavy hair. Today the Micronesians differ from their ancestorys both physically and 
culturally because of the influence of nations who administered the islands - first 
Spain, then Germany, Japan and the United States. Excluding Japanese, which is 
understood by the majority of the older generation today, there are nine ma jor 
languages in Micronesia, one and a half to each district! However, English is 
becoming the common language. Radio broadcasting in English is a great step forward 
in uniting the diverse island people. 


At present all six districts have AM stations, and the biggest selling item at 
the district trading centers are transistor radios. Micronesians now gather in 
trading stores, in their thatch or concrete homes, wherever there is a radio, to hea 
their own district broadcasting station announcing world news, local island news, 
typhoon warnings, shipping schedules of the copra boats, bargains in the stores of 
the district centers, social items, educational programs, agricultural advice, 
English lessons, and music - popular western tunes, Japanese mx, and Micronesian 
songs, Today radio is replacing the monotonous native chants and strum of guitars. 


Since these sister stations of Micronesia are non-commercial, and government 
owned, they are identical in physical and technical features. Located in district 
centers, the stations are housed in one-storey, 24' x 40! typhoon proof buildings 
with coneretse roofs and floors and cememt-block walls. The buildings, air condition 
to protect the equipment from humidity, heat and salt spray are divided into three 
sections: control rooms, broadcasting studios, and equipment rooms. 


, The studios and 1000 watt transmitters are under the same roof in all locations 
All use non-directional towers and night power is not reduced. Turntables and reel- 


- to-reel tape machines are used to reproduce recorded program material. All equipmen 
is commercially made.: 


7 ai technicians and broadcasters are all Micronesians. They have been traine 
by he postwar US Navy administration, given on-the-job training with the Trust - 
Territory, or sent to special technical schools. . , |
